In fact, it is the boast of these porch climbers, that 
they do not have offices, they do not have stores, and 
they do not sell through stores.” In other words they 
make a store of your home, giving you no choice of 
business hours and no choice of goods. They do not rent 
your doorstep, they seize it, imposing on the reluctance 
of their victim to make a scene by throwing them out. 

This particular racket is obviously unfair* to all legiti¬ 
mate businesses. Great companies flourish, and make 
millions, because they need not carry the expense of of¬ 
fices and rentals, so long as they c»n use a million pri¬ 
vate homes to do business in. 

“These agents as everyone knows are trained men and 
invulnerable to ordinary discouragements. They have 
studied your habits, know your name and peculiarities. 
They have built up arguments to defeat your standard 
objections. And strongest of all. they ca* count on your 
reluctance to strew man’s blood upon your doorstep, and 
with incalculable brass, they play out their whole game 
within your boundaries. • 

A porch climber preys primarily on the woman. He 
calls her by name when she comes to the door, so she 
assumes he may be her husband’s cousin .A moment 
later when she finds her mistake, she cannot instantly 
change her voice and call him a viper. And he seizes up¬ 
on that moment of indecision to bore in—of course people 
can refuse to open the front door at all. But the ring 
might mean a telegram or a friend. No, you will contin¬ 
ue to answer the bell. And each time you will fight the 
whole duel of wits again, with the man outside steadily 
making headway.” , j 

To almost an equal extent the business men of the town 
suffer from the same infliction. Here are agents sent out 
from firms in Toronto, with no offices, no rentals, no tax¬ 
es in the town. They prowl through the territory selling 
goods which should be handled in local business places, 
possibly taking business from local dealers. They live in 
other people’s offices contributing nothing to any com¬ 
munity. They maintain no payroll, pay no taxes. They 
use your home or office as sample rooms, saving hotel 
bills and store rent. And why ‘aJi.xjiise.ns do not iSflltS to 
repel these organized attacks is difficult to understand.

UNABLE TO COUNT 


And now it seems that unemployment relief is not all 
arranged, because some of the provinces have been exag¬ 
gerating the numbers of their unemployment. Manitoba 
gives unemployed ut 41,189 and the Tribune tell of 
communities where 60 per cent, of the entire population 
is reported as unemployed. Ontario lodges complaints 
that men seeking employment have driven up in their 
cars to register. Generally there is a great deal of gos¬ 
sip about neighboring provinces trying to grab off too 
heavy a share of the blank cheque. The Edmonton Jour¬ 
nal claims that the 16,450 total submitted by Alberta is 
one of the few figures, if not the only figure accurate, and 
urges that all provincial totals be investigated. 

lhe Morning Albertan comments:“Even supposing they 
cannot find a cure for our prpblem, surely we are justified 
in expecting our various politicians to be efficient enough 
to count our unemployed.” _ 

One would think so. In fact, one of the most important 
purposes of the census taken^ in June was to detemifne 
the number of unemployed in Canada. The questions 
were quite specific dealing with past year’s employment, 
nature, connection, etc. It would need ho great in¬ 
tellect to figure out that if John Smith had been employed 
only six weeks during the past year, he could safely be 
counted unemployed. If he depended on pick-up jobs he 
could be counted unemployed. If he had been subject to 
lay-offs during the year, he would continue to be subject 
to lay-offs, as no industries that we know are expanding. 
The entire story of the unemployment condition up to 
June is on the files at Ottawa. Yet the provinces are sup¬ 
posed to turn in their own figures. 

And what means has our own province taken for com¬ 
pleting its list of unemployed. Th‘6 cities certainly have 
their list of registered men and Women, but have similar 
lists been made out by the towns and municipalities of the 
Province. Have they had any instructions on the subject? 

Have the unemployed of the rural district any informa¬ 
tion as to where they might sign on for work during the 
winter? How has the .province come by this total of 15,- 
460, except through the city agencies? 

The Albertan says no more than the truth when it says 
that we might reasonably expect our politicians to be 
equal to the job of counting. There are not so many of us 
that we need present any overwhelming problem in num¬ 
bers. 

Once having obtained a list of those desirous of work, 
down to every remote hamlet, then the process of weed¬ 
ing out those who should not have work would be the next 
step. But it is an odd situation when men anxious to work 
at $1.00 a day and board should be suspected of being 
racketeers. It is not such an appealing wage as to attract 
many unworthy. And out of this money paid out by the

Within the last decade 6000 banks in the United States 
have come to grief, bringing heavy losses to their deposi¬ 
tors, many of whom have learned to their undoing, that 
the Savings of careful thrift, could be scattered by the 
custodians of these banks. 

With this object lesson in view, our. friends south of the 
border are turning appreciative eyes toward the Canadian 
banking system. Branch and chain banks have crept into 
vogue, and there is an anxiety to follow the methods of 
the Canadian banking system, which has had scarcely any 
failures to date. 

One argument is that too much leniency has been shown 
convicted of breaches of trust in handling financial mat¬ 
ters and insists that a banker who employs the funds en¬ 
trusted to him for his own purposes of speculation is in¬ 
finitely more reprehensible than the clerk caught pilfering 
and that his punishment should be much more severe. 

Again, inadequate supervision of banks by federal and 
state authorities accounts for many failures, and an early 
check-up on the part of federal authorities could have 
averted many a disaster. 

The United States public is demanding that more se¬ 
curity and protection be given depositors and that more 
conservative policies be adopted generally. 

In many respects Canada has adapted ideas from Un¬ 
ited States to fit her own conditions. But Canada’s bank¬ 
ing-laws, bear favorable comparison to those of her south 
ern neighbor, and are of her own devising.

In temporary abandonment of the gold standard by Bri¬ 
tain, the action was taken after close consultation with 
leading bankers, therefore cannot be said to be the hasty 
act of an irresponsible government. 

Temporary departure from the gold standard is a meth¬ 
od of bolstering up internal and external trade. It is a 
means of indirectly lowering wages and reducing produc¬ 
tion costs—and it is also a means of indirectly under-sel¬ 
ling competitors in the foreign market. 

For encouragement we have only to turn to the classic 
example of France. Great Britain returned to the gold 
standard in 1925, but France made no effort to do so at 
that time. France was content that thef ranc should re¬ 
main inflated while foreign debts wete being settled and 
industry placed upon its feet. As a result France has 
returned now to the gold standard with her treasury rich 
in gold and with her financial and industrial structure 
sounder than that of any other European country.—Mom 
ing Albertan.

A 
merchant in Raymond who can call 
up a Lethbridge wholesaler, give his 
order, and have it delivered by truck 
line to his store within a few hours, 
is likely to use that service on small 
shipments if the best the railway can 
do is delayed delivery to the railway

have been done with the $500,000,- 
tiOO.OOO it is 'estimated to have cost 
the nations involved in the great war 
to end war: 

For every family in the United 
States, Britain, Germany, France, 
Russia, Belgium, Canada and Aus¬ 
tralia, it would provide a $2,500 home 
on a five-acre tract of land, contain¬ 
ing -$1,250 worth of furniture; and 
for every group of 20,000 people it 
would establish a hospital, university 
and schools, including the salaries of 
nurses, professors and teachers. 

It cost ll,()0O,OO0 lives at the rate 
of one every thirteen seconds while 
the conflict raged. - More than 19,000 
000 persons were mutilated—just en¬ 
ough to populute Spain. Little-Wood- 
-en war crosses, if placed side by side 
would stretch from Paris, through 
Europe and Asia to Vladivostock, 
and the last would be washed by the 
Sea of Japan. 

1 mention these figures in Support 
of Mr. Reat, as one who .-received 
both disability and honors for spend¬ 
ing the best part of his life in the 
conflict and as one whose valuable 
services were valued at One shilling 
and sixpence per week by a grateful 
employer. 

I also had a younger brother who 
was killed in the war, and I have 
seen the sad smile of the mothers, 
the grim smile of the fahers, when 
the word "honor” was mentioned, 
i I have pondered over it, and have 
j arrived at the one conclusion, namely 
there is nothing under the sun, not- 
even honor, which can justify the 
slaughter of the “Great War to End 
War.”

ther charge being .required from that 
point to seeure delivery to his store. 

The railways, it may be presumed, 
will go further. We may expect that 
within a short time they will estab¬ 
lish definite distributing centres 
from and to which deliveries will be 
made, and the service between these 
distributing centres will be by fast 
train so that truck competition will 
be met to as great an extent as pos¬ 
sible. Fast, convenient service, to¬ 
gether with the fact that shipments 
on railways are insured against dam¬ 
age will swing much business in fav¬ 
or of the rail haul provided the trans 
portation concerns keeps ’ever before 
it the fact that fast service from 
store to door is the desire of the pat¬ 
ron. 

Possibly within a few years the oil 
electric car will be substituted for 
heavy locomotives. These cars, haul¬ 
ing two or three box car trailers, are 
very fast and need only a small crew 

Meantirfie there are signs that the 
trucks are having their own difficul¬ 
ties. Costs of operation are much 
greater than had been imagined in 
spite of the fact that one-man crews 
handle the shipments. The deprecia¬ 
tion on teh rolling stock is heavy, and 
there is a growing tendency on the 
part of the governments which build 
the highways to exact from the 
truck-carriers an increasing fee for 
the use of the road which the state 
builds and maintains without any di¬ 
rect outlay on the part of the truck 
owner for maintainance equipment.— 
I^ethbridge Herald.

KING OF FRUITS 

THE APPLE

The apple is, without question, the 
king of fruits; whether fresh, dried, 
evaporated or canned it is a whole¬ 
some food, easily prepared, attractive 
and palatable at all times. 

Apples vary in flavor and texture. 
They are best when picked at the 
hard-ripe stage, and when thus pick¬ 
ed their quality improves in proper 
storage until they are marketed. 

Some varieties are better suited to 
certain purposes than others. Broad¬ 
ly speaking the highly colored red 
varieties make the finest appeal to 
the eye and palate and are preferred 
for dessert and eating purposes, 
while a green color usually indicates 
exceptional cooking quality for pie, 
pudding and sauce purposes. The 
sound tart apple is best for preserv¬ 
ing, but care should be taken to use 
such apples in their season. 

There is no waste to a good apple, 
even the paring and core are excel¬ 
lent for use in jelly. The apple is the 
one fruit which combines a maximum 
of‘flavour and nutrition. 

Apples should be bought by grade 
and size. More care is being taken 
to-day than ever before by growers 
and shippers to market apples with 
special regard to quality. A conven¬ 
ient range of container is used for 
the marketing of apples, and all pack 
ing is done in accordance with gov¬ 
ernment standards. -t,

After he returned this month from 
a tour of Western Canada, made to 
ascertain the purchasing power and 
spirit of western consumers, Main 
Johnson, manager, mail order depart¬ 
ment, The Robert Simpson Company 
Ltd., Toronto, said he had found more 
gloom at Banff, where the wealthy 
gather to rest and play, than he 
found among the farmers ' in the 
droug'ht-stric|(en regions of Southern 
Alberta and ‘.Saskatchewan. 'Mis re¬ 
port on the dauntless courage of the 
west is confirmed by almost every ob¬ 
servant visitor from Eastern Candida. 
In regard to the more northerly sec¬ 
tions of British Columbia and the 
three prairie provinces, the crop yield 
this year will about equal that of last 
year, and in certain sections will ex¬ 
ceed it. 

It is freely admitted that purchas¬ 
ing power will be contracted in the 
west for the next year, but despair 
and “taking it lying down” have nev¬ 
er been western qualities. Also, one 
should not lose sight of the fact that 
the hundreds of millions of dollars 
which will go into the west for the 
purpose of- relief will flow back into 
the channels of trade—for the pur- 
honor and affection while he breathes 
and the fame that never dies. 

With his eyes wide open to risks as 
chase of the necessities of life. Add 
to the funds contributed by the pro¬ 
vincial and federal governments the 
proceeds from the sale of western 
produce—grain, stock, fruit, fish, min 
erals, timber—and it will be perceiv¬ 
ed that the west’s purchasing power 
in the next twelve months will be one 
of vast' magnitude.—Hanover Post. 


The child’s dentition begins with 
the eruption of the lower central in¬ 
cisors about six to seven months af¬ 
ter birth. The upper centrals follow 
at about nine months and at the age 
of a year the child has usually eight 
front teeth, four upper and four low¬ 
er. About fourteen months after 
birth the four first molars appear. 
The canines or eye teeth follow at 
about eighteen months, and the four 
second molars at the twenty-fourth 
to the twenty-sixth month. The child 
at about two years of age then has 
usually its full complement of tem¬ 
porary teeth, twenty in number. The 
eruption of these teeth is not a con¬ 
tinuous process, and the periods of 
rest which occur allow of recupera¬ 
tion and prevent exhaustion. 

The proper development of these 
teeth depends to a very large extent 
on the care the mother gives herself 
before birth. Hygiene, general health 
and diet are very important; the diet 
| in particular being directed towards 
a plentiful supply of the essentials 
necessary for the proper nourishment 
of teeth and bone. During the first 
two and one half years of life, all 
starchy or sugary foods (save milk) 
should be given to the child in a firm 
or fibrous form sq as to stimulate 
mastication and insalivation and pro¬ 
mote the healthy growth of the jaws 
and the regular arrangement of the 
teeth. Though mastication of food 
with consequent exercise to teeth and 
jaws is absolutely essential to the de¬ 
velopment of the jaws and face. 

Mechanical cleansing of the child’s 
teeth will not prevent decay but it 
will do a great deal toward eliminat¬ 
ing it. In a very young child this 
should be done with a soft cloth, 
when the child is about three years 
old a brush with soft bristles should 
be used; whilst after the age of 
twelve brushes of a harder nature 
will be necessary. With the begin¬ 
ning of the use of a brush a tooth 
paste is advisable. The brush should 
be used with a rotary motion which 
will clear the food debris from be¬ 
tween the teeth and gently massage 
the gums. This should be followed 
by the use of floss silk, if any food is 
impacted be ween the teeth and then 
a thorough rinsing of the mouth. 

The child’s teeth should' be examin¬ 
ed at regular intervals, following the 
age of two and one half years. Cavi¬ 
ties will be detected then when quite 
small and suitable fillings easily in¬ 
serted. If cavities become at all 
large before fillings are placed, the 
nerves are likely to die with conse¬ 
quent soreness to touch and the for¬ 
mation of a so-called “gumboil.” 
This condition should be attended to 
at once, and if it is impossible to 
clear up the infection, the tooth 
should be removed. Too early remov¬ 
al of the teeth is to be avoided when¬ 
ever possible as the child loses some 
of its masticating efficiency and the 
space^so formed allows the tooth be¬ 
hind to move forward out of its reg¬ 
ular position. This is particularly 
appdicable to the six-year permanent 
molar. This tooth erupts at the age 
of six behind the last temporary 
tooth. Because of this, it is often

In 1931 the Sentinel has developed 
its five-year-plan to the extent of a 
tri-weekly and has very good reason 
for hoping that this is but a short 
step to the issuance of a live daily.

'Collecting of flower seeds for next 
year should commence about the end 
of July with the Iceland poppy and 
should extend over a period of six 
weeks. The following flower seeds 
may be collected from the gardens 
from year to year: 

Annuals — A s p e r u 1 a, Alyssum, 
Swan River Daisy, Calendula, Candy 
tuft, Clarkia,- Bridle Robe Chrysan¬ 
themum, Coreopsis, African Haisy, 
Larkspur, Linaria, Mignonnotte, Shir 
ley Poppy, Sweet Peas, Antirrhin¬ 
um, Cosmea, Helichrysuin, Marigold, 
Salpiglossis. 

Perennials — Campanula, Delphin¬ 
ium, Dianthus, Gypsophila, Hesperis, 
Poppies, Thatictrunl (feathered col¬ 
umbine). 

After bloom has finished the seeds 
may be collected, and may be rolled 
between the hands and cleaned of 
chaff. If some are on the green side 
when autumn frosts appear, the 
plants may be cut off, wrapped in 
porous materials and hung in a ven¬ 
tilated room till thoroughly dry. They 
may then be threshed at leisure.

Only Chance of Reasonable Return 
on Investment is Continuation of 
Adequate Rate of Return 


The farmers of the district have 
decided to accept a proposition for 
relief road work submitted to a com¬ 
mittee by George L. Stringam, M.L. 
A. and N. H. Bradley, government in¬ 
spector of roads. The local commit¬ 
tee consisted of Melvin Ririe, I. Sab- 
ey and H. Karren and reported at a 
meeting held Sept. 12th attended by 
35 farmers. 

Under the scheme farmers will be 
given employment at a rate of $7 a 
day for men and teams, w$4 in cash 
and $3 to be applied on arrears of 
taxes up to 60 per cent, of the taxes 
due. The work will commence at 
once and eight miles of road "south¬ 
west of town will be. graded. The 
farmers, who will work in relays so 


A review by the technical commit¬ 
tee investigating the Turner Valley 
gas situation has resulted in a report 
from R. Van A. Mills and F. P. Fish¬ 
er, technical experts. 

In regard to the probable life of 
the field, there have been three note¬ 
worthy estimates of gas reserves in 
the Valley made. These figures are 
239 billion, 366 billion and 560 billion 
cubic feet. This was an estimate of 
April 1, 1931. Since then aproximate- 
lj^.60 billion cubic feet have been pro 
duced. and the above estimates would 
be reduced to 189 billion, 316 billion 
and 516 billion cubic feet. At a rate 
of flow of hoo million cubic feet per 
day it is evident that even allowing 
the maximum estimate of 516 billion 
would only provide a gas supply for 
about fourteen years. With the mini¬ 
mum estimate, it would be five years. 
The likely life lies between the two 
extremes. 

The maximum life of Turner Val¬ 
ley, as indicated by data, is so short 
even with the 100,000.000 cubic feet 
daily limitation that any increase ov¬ 
er this daily flow would be economi¬ 
cally unsound. 

Considering the field as a whole the 
only chance for reasonable return on 
present investments in the field, is the 
continuation of an adequate rate of 
return, through an adequate period of 
time and at no rate of flow will the 
ultimate return from naphtha pro¬ 
duction be sufficient to extinguish 
the investments. The ryaw source of 
revenue required, must come through 
the sale of gas and this can only come 
through conserving the supply and 
marketing it profitably.

Passengers on a large bus travel¬ 
ling towards Calgary Saturday after¬ 
noon had narrow escapes from injury 
when the vehicle slid from the road¬ 
way into a ditch and tippe<L over 
near Aldersyde.

Passengers were taken to Calgary 
in another bus which arrived at the 
scene of the accident soon after its 
occurrence.
